Film  Agrrpinpnl 

It  IS  not  juu  the  matter  of  supplying 
needed  entertainment,  although  that  is  not 
a negligible  factor  in  itself,  that  commends 
the  agreement  reached  between  the  British 
Board  of  I rade  and  the  United  States  film 
industry  on  the  showing  of  Amcruan  pic- 
tures in  Great  Britain.  The  heavy  tax  im- 
posed on  the  import  of  Hollywood  films  in 
order  to  save  much-needed  dollars  backfired, 
as  it  was  bound  lo  do.  It  drove  them  out  of 
the  market  and  threatened  (o  leave  Great 
Britain  with  thousands  of  tlieatrrs  but  with 
little  to  show  on  the  screen.  British  film 
production,  albeit  growing  m volume  and 
quality,  could  not  begin  to  fill  the  gap. 

I be  position  would  be  analagous  were 
ihii  country  lo  adopt  any  similar  step. 
Canada  too  spends  valuable  American  dollars 
pn  the  importation  of  motion  picture  films. 
Were  tliey  to  be  barred  the  result  would 
close  most  Canadian  theatres  and  throw 
thousanda  of  men  out  of  work.  This  is 
what  threatened  to  happen  in  Great  Britain 
once  the  supply  of  old  films  on  band  had 
tun  out.  The  saving  of  foreign  exchange 
would  have  been  more  than  offset^  by  the 
adverse  economic  conditions  this  action 
created  at  home.  It  would  have  been  like 
biting  off  one's  nose  to  spite  the  face. 

Happily  enough  a solution  has  been 
found.  Through  a new  financial  agreement 
which  will  Kt  moneys  earned  by  British 
films  shown  in  America  against  (heir  oppo- 
sites shown  in  the  United  Kingdom,  a re- 
sumption of  former  imports  will  take  place. 
This  will  be  all  to  the  good.  The  Briiiab 
people  will  not  be  deprived  of  a most  popu- 
lar and  easily  available  means  of  entertain- 
ment perhaps  never  more  nccesury  than  in 
drab  and  uncertain  tunes,  while  good  will 
between  the  two  nations  will  suffer  no 
diminution  through  unwiw  taxation  mca.s- 
um.

1 here  are  profound  mysteries  m what 
men  see  as  the  display  of  (he  Aurora  Bore- 
alis. Scientists  have  spent  lifetimes  in  try- 
ing to  unravel  a few  of  them  Long  ages  m 
time  may  yet  pass  before  mankind  knows 
much  of  that  secret,  if  indeed  it  is  ever 
learned.  T he  display  is  thought  to  be  elec- 
trical. yet  in  many  of  us  manifestations 
there  seems  to  be  magnetism.  Mow  closely 
are  the  two  inter  related  nobody  knows. 

Birds  sense  in  iheir  bodies  the  magneiu 
field  of  the  earth,  and  fly  by  it  on  the  long 
migrations  to  their  chosen  destinations.  Some 
animats  may  have  a slight  reflection  of  the 
same  unsc  in  lc.cser  degree.  l o man.  how- 
ever. it  haa  not  been  given.  He  has  to  work 
out  for  himself  what  the  natural  phenom- 
ena of  the  earth  really  imply,  and  wliat 
they  may  mean  to  him.  The  Northern 
Lights  remain  one  of  the  most  enticing  of 
these  mysteries.  Natures  free  show  with  a 
cast  we  have  not  been  introduced  to  and  do 
not  fully  understand.

lo  some  extent  on  their  families  for  as- 
sistance of  some  sort,  even  If  It  is  only  a 
matter  of  living  at  home  in  the  vacation, 
and  they  miaa  the  Independence  they  had 
In  the  forces.  It  Is  for  this  reason.  1 think, 
that  most  ex-servicemen  at  the  universi- 
ties take  their  studies  much  more  seri- 
ously, and  (end  to  be  more  self-centrtd.

soon,  in*  university  began  to  fill  up  with 
men  and  women  from  every  service  and 
almost  every  rank.  and.  today.  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  are  filled  to  overflowing. 

The  average  age  of  undergrodualM  Is 
about  34  or  25.  and  men  with  years  of  war 
service  study  side  by  side  with  boys  who 
have  Just  eome  from  school.  I think  my 
greatest  problem  on  storting  at  the  uni- 
versity aos  one  that  most  ex-servicemen 
feel,  the  difficulty  of  settling  down  to  a 
life  of  study.  Nearly  everyone  (eels  rest- 
less. and.  at  Aral,  it  seems  almost  Impossi- 
ble to  keep  up  a sustained  period  of  book-^ 
work. 

People  often  ask;  "Do  you  miss  service 
life?'*  The  answer  is.  of  course.  "Yes.’  I 
do  not  mean  by  this  that  people  ore  sorry 
they  left  the  servlees.  but  that,  although 
they  used  to  grumble  a bit  about  the  life 
they  were  leading,  now  that  they  ore  ci- 
vilians they  realise  U was  not  such  a bod 
life  after  iJL  aspeelolly  for  the  unmarried 
man.

Bighiecn  months  ago  I was  invalided 
out  of  the  army,  after  six  years'  serrlee. 
Like  a great  many  others.  I had  Joined  the 
forces  straight  from  school,  and  I had  no 
special  occupation  to  go  back  to.  When  1 
was  in  the  army  there  was  always,  of 
eourse.  a eeraln  amount  of  talk  about 
what  on#  was  going  to  do  after  the  war. 
In  thia  respect,  there  was.  1 think,  a ccr- 
taui  amount  of  difference  between  ths 
viewpoints  of  officers  and  men. 

Most  of  the  officen.  at  any  rate  In  my 
battalion,  had  gone  Into  the  ranks 
straight  from  school,  and  had  later  got 
their  oommlsslons.

He  was  sent  to  s fine  school  by  the  king 
and  traveled  about  the  world  vrrUlng 
about  what  he  saw.  It  was  not  until  his 
first  book  of  fairy  tales  was  publUhed  in 
1855  that  he  gained  some  lltUe  fame.

Dead  or  partly  dead  Issue  does  no  harm, 
though  wholly  dead  leaves  may  be  picked

"Shading  is  good  pracUce  aheu  plants 
art  succulent,  when  soil  and  air  are  dry 
and  when  sun  Is  hot.  But  good  plants  can 
usually  be  set  successfully  without  shade, 
especially  If  water  or  starter  solution  Is 
used  or  If  good  contact  between  soil  and 
root  is  established  otherwise  Commer- 
cial growers  very  rarely  provide  shade 
This  Is  a case  for  common  sense,  judg- 
ment and  experience."

not  much  pressure  Is  needed  to  Arm  the 
soil,"  he  replied  "When  liquid  is  not  used.

Disinfectants  are  obtainable  with  which 
seeds  can  be  treated,  to  protect  them  from 
disease  But  one  of  the  greatest  hazards 
is  due  to  the  forming  of  a soil  crust  above 
the  seeds,  which  they  cannot  penetrate. 
It  might  be  said  that  the  soil  which  cov- 
ers the  seed,  will  determine  whether  It 
grows  or  dies  before  It  reaches  the  surface 
It  will  pay  to  take  espiecial  care  to  Insure 
that  this  covering  does  not  form  a crust. 

It  Is  a good  plan  to  Save  your  best  loose, 
sandy  loam  to  use  In  covering  seed.  Mix 
in  all  the  compioat  you  can.  and  lacking 
composts  use  peal  moss  Then  after  the 
seed  Is  sown,  cover  with  this  special  soil, 
which  will  not  form  a crust  and  will  allow 
both  water  and  air  to  penetrate  for  the 
beneAt  of  your  seedlings. 

This  treatment  la  especially  important 
In  hot  weather,  when  most  soli  is  liable  to 
bake  Into  a hard  crust. 

Soli  must  be  Armed  above  the  seeds  to 
form  close  contact,  arid  prevent  air  spaces 
from  separating  the  soli  and  seed.  This  Is 
especially  Important  with  beet  and  Swiss 
chard  seeds,  and  others  of  large  and  Ir- 
regular shape.  But  Arming  does  not  mean 
pounding.  Press  down  with  the  hoe  blade, 
or  use  the  side  of  a rake;  and  afterwards 
draw  the  rake  lightly  over  the  row  to 
break  up  the  crust  and  prevent  baking

One-story  houses,  with  the  main  floor 
little  higher  than  ground  level,  demand 
a different  treatment,  by  which  they  wUl

It  takes  a 
painter  just  as  long  to  put  on  a poor  qual- 
ity paint  as  to  apply  the  very  best  ma- 
terials. Therefore.  It  Is  false  economy  to' 
attempt  to  save  costs  by  buying  cheap 
paints  This  U alao  true  if  the  owner  doea 
the  job. 

When  buying  exterior  paints  for  outside 
woodwork,  siding,  trim.  etc.,  the  choice 
lias  between  the  co-calied  pure  single  pig- 
ment paints  an<t^  mjJied  paints  Whits 
lead  In  oil  Is  the  only  quality  pure  pig- 
ment paint  employed  In  residential  work, 
for  white  lead  la  the  only  material  that 
combines  within  Itself  the  desired  quali- 
ties of  durability,  resistance  to  weather- 
ing. good  covering  power  and  slow  chalk- 
ing which  makes  the  whole  surface  easy 
to  repaint. 

The  bettsr  quality  mixed  palnta  Can  be 
IdentlAed  by  the  other  elementc  marked 
on  the  label.  Zinc  compounds  are  fre- 
quently used  with  white  lead  to  give 
greater  hardness.  Titanium  compounds 
will  be  found  on  many  labels.  In  combina- 
tion with  lead  and  usually  line  because 
titanium  is  extremely  white  and  has  great 
hiding  power.  The  cheaper  exterior  mixed 
paints  use  these  pigments  In  relatively 
amall  quantities  and  make  up  the  differ- 
ence with  chalks,  sands  or  barium  com- 
pounds. 

Manufacturers  always  provide  care- 
fully-worded Instructions  for  the  use  of 
their  products  and  failure  to  follow  these 
instructions  places  the  blame  squarely 
upon  the  user.  A good  painter  will  lake 
great  precaution  with  the  preparation  of 
the  surface  and  will  wait  until  the  weather 
la  good  Uf  it  Is  outside  work)  or  there  has 
been  ample  time  for  drying  out  plaster  In 
the  case  of  Interior  work  before  he  will 
waste  labor  and  materials  under  condi- 
tions that  are  bound  to  cause  dlfnculUea. 

Exterior  paints  should  be  renewed  every 
three  to  Are  years,  even  with  good-qaalily 
materlsla.  The  best  outside  paint  wears 
gradually  to  a chalky  surface  that  can 
easily  be  dusted  off  leaving  the  remaining 
coating  Armly  adhered  to  the  Rialerlal 
underneath  A new  coat  should  be  ap- 
plied before  this  chalking  wears  down  to 
the  wood. 

Buy  blgh-quallty  paints  from  reputsbls 
manufacturers;  have  them  applied  by  an 
experienced  and  reliable  painter,  and  re- 
paint before  the  original  coating  has  worn 
straight  sttek  Into  the  soli.  For  medium-  through  to  the  underlying  surface, 
slaed  teeda.  make  the  drill  by  oalng  the 
end  of  the  hoe  handle.  For  larger  aeeds 
uae  the  edge  of  the  hoe  blade,  preasti 
lightly  If  jrou  want  an  Inch-deep  drUl. 
more  heavily  for  deeper  sowing.

THE  LOMBABLD  FAMILY 
Next  door.  In  a brick  house  lived  the

All  had  fine  voices  and  could  play  one  or 
more  musical  tnstrumente.  Each  Bummer 
they  gave  a party  In  their  garden  that 
eloped  down  to  CoUlnson  and  lighted  lan- 
terns swung  from  the  trees.  In  the  gar- 
den at  ’'Wood vine"  was  a great  elderberry 
and  lawn  there,  like  that  In  the  Lombard 
home,  terraced  to  the  etreet  "Woodvlne" 
property  extended  clear  through  to  Mc- 
Clure Street. 

"Woodvlne*  was  indeed  a smaU  farm

LONDON— It  now  seems  possible  that 
the  legendary  Peter  Ltghtfooi,  who 
was  Mid  to  have  made  most  of  the 
many  fine  old  church  docks  in  the  south- 
west of  England,  nsver  existed  at  all.  Nor 
did  monks  actually  make  any  of  them— 
although  eocne  may  have  been  made  for 
monesUe  use  by  the  smiths  and  craftsmen 
of  the  time.  Moreover,  most  of  the  docks 
have  now  been  proved  to  date  from  much 
later  than  was  supposed.  Mr.  Howgrave 
Graham,  the  antiquarian,  has  shown  that 
some  are  eorapar^vely  recent 
The  results  of  my  own  reeeareb  stem  to 
eonflrm  this,  but  my  biggest  stroke  of  lock 
was  my  discovery  of  the  oldest  dock  In 
England — and  that  was  in  the  Weet  Coun- 
try, too.

The  Mind  of  the  Murderer 


London.— In  thlrty-ave  years  as  a 
prison  medical  officer,  1 have  kept 
observation  on  600  men  and  women 
facing  the  gravest  charge  in  the  Calendar 
of  crime— murder.  It  was  a heavy  respon- 
sibility. for  prison  medical  officers,  al- 
though they  are  State  servants,  must 
preserve  the  strictest  impartiality. 

Specifically  we  are  not  there  to  help 
either  the  prosecution  or  the  defence, 
but  to  give  an  honest  opinion  based  on 
the  opportunities  for  observation  and 
examination  which  are  given  While  the 
prisoner  is  on  remand  pending  trial  1 
have  given  much  thought  to  the  problem 
of  what  goes  on  in  the  mind  of  a mur- 
derer and  the  teaser  criminals  who  have 
now  swollen  the  prison  population  to  the 
biggest  figure  ever. 

My  Arot  conclusion  is  this:  I do  not 
think  the  time  is  yet  ripe  for  aboUshlng 
capital  punishment  of  flogging  and  other 
forms  of  corporal  punishment.  Many 
ciiminals  fear  the  "Cat."  There  Is  no 
questloo  about  that 

Many  prefer  a (ong  term  of  Imprison- 
ment to  the  “Cat"  or  the  birch. 

And  I think  that  criminal  records  su(h 
port  my  beUef  that  4he  death  penalty 
does  in  fact  work  as  a'deterrent  to  gang- 
sters and  yoong  criminals  whoee  tendency 
to  violence  may  end  in  the  death  of  some 
innocent  citizen. 

U is  Impossible  to  say  what  effect  the 
eboUUOD  of  the  death  penalty  would  have 
tn  this  country  but  t do  not  think  that 
fteilstirs  from  other  countries  where  this 
“progressive"  view  has  been  accepted  are 
necessarily  cooelustve. 

The  law  Is  mode  by  Um  people  for  the 
people,  for  the  protection  of  the  com- 
munity as  a whole,  and  X think  that  at 
tlmee  the  victim  to  fotgoUen.  The  first 
thing  to  remember  Is  that  criminal  law 


must  have  as  Us  prime  object  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public. 

Sex  end  greed  are  the  two  commonest 
rooUvea  for  murder  but  general  classifi- 
cations for  murder  because  each  case  is 
Individual  and  often  there  are  complex 
Influences.  Two  points  occur  to  me  as  a 
common  experience.  One  Is  that  the 
average  mind  Just  cannot  hold  murder— 
that  is  the  reason  why  many  of  them  con- 
fess. They  feel  they  must. 

The  other  is  that  roost  murderers  are 
vain. 

Sometimes,  (Artlcularly  in  the  case  of 
domestic  tragedies.  It  la  impossible  not 
to  feel  sympathy  for  the  unfortunate 
creature  on  a capital  charge. 

Once  1 recommended  as  a personal 
theory  on  sentimental  and  compassionate 
grounds  that  degrees  of  murder  were 
Justified.  1 felt  that  the  monster  who 
had  given  way  to  his  animal  instincts 
or  one  who  hod  committed  a cold-blooded 
murder  for  gain  deserved  different  treat- 
ment from  the  man  or  woman  who  bad 
simply  given  way  to  circumstances. 

ASSESSING  DEGREE 

But  I do  not  think  that  this  Is  prac- 
tical now  because  of  the  enormous  diffi- 
culty of  aiagMlng.deftee.  Unquestionably 
the  present  legal  system  works  well.  After 
the  trial  and  the  appeal  there  is  tUU  the 
Home  Secretary  ever  ready  to  take  Into 
account  circumstances  which  qualify  for 
mercy. 

One  of  the  great  re^xuulblUttea  of  a 
prison  medical  officer  Is  to  determine  the 
sanity  or  otherwise  of  the  ciim^als  on 
whom  be  has  to  keep  obeervatko/ 

On  a capita]  charge  Insanity  it  the  only 
defence  <^>ea  to  counsel  U the  facts  are 
indisputable.  Therefore,  It  Is  a defence 
often  raised  on  capital  charges. 

It  Is  raised  lem  often  on  chargee  leas 
•erioM  than  murder  because  generally 


the  accused  prefers  a determined  prison 
sentence  to  an  Indeterminate  sentence 
In  Broadmoor. 

1 would  never  say  that  a murderer  Is 
a normal  person.  But  that  is  a very 
different  thing  from  Insanity.  The  Mc- 
Noghten  rule  Is  sUU  good  English  law 
after  100  years. 

The  McNaghten  rule  gives  the  defence 
an  opportunity  of  claiming  that  the  pris- 
oner had  a defect  of  reasoning  due  to 
disease  'of  the  mind  so  that  (ai  he  did 
not  know  the  nature  and  quality  of  his 
act  or  4b)  that  he  did  not  know  what  he 
was  doing  was  wrong. 

It  may  be  that  there  ere  dgerees  of  in- 
sanity which  cannot  be  brought  within 
thU  rigid  definlUon.  But  If  such  coses 
exist  there  la,  I think,  already  suffVcJent 
protection  In  the  statutory  enquiry  held 
after  sentence. 

I have  never  In  my  long  experience 
known  a man  to  be  hanged  whom  I felt 
was  Innocent  or  insane  within  common 
appreciation  of  what  is  known  os  Insanity. 

Today  much  Is  made  of  the  ease  foF 
phyehotogicaJ  treatment.  But  Its  dangers 
must  be  appreciated  If  the  problem  is  to 
be  understood 

PsychologtsU  must  learn  about  the 
normal 'crimloal  mtnd  before  they  delve 
into  the  abnormal.  Only  a certain  pro- 
portion of  eases  are  suitable  for  psye'hfr- 
loglcal  treatment:  they  most  show  a real 
desire  to  be  cured  of  their  abnormality. 
Some  do  not  want  to  be  cured  and  it  is 
this  atUude  of  mind  which  is  the  barrier. 

REUEF  or  BURDEN 

1 repeat  that  psyehologlcal  treatment 
can  only  be  effective  Jn  ciers  where  the 
eobject  shows  a genuine  desire  to  be  re- 
lieved of  the  burden  of  hli  abnormality. 
They  are  not  Insane. 

And  for  those  people  the  law  most  take 
Its  couiee  for  the  ptrAectkm  of  the  publle. 


didn't  have  to  call  In.  probably  he 
wouldn't,  but  he'd  never  break  a rule  if 
her  could  help  it.

I am  not  one  of  those  who  believe  that 
the  doctor  should  take  charge  of  the  law. 

Nor  am  I prepared  to  give  on  opinion  on 
whether  the  capital  sentence  should  be 
carried  out  Irrespective  of  the  sex  of  the 
culprit.  The  records  show  that  for  women 
charged  wlht  murder  arising  from  some 
tragic  set  of  domestic  erlcunutanees  the 
chance  of  a sentence  being  carried  out  la 
very  slight.  It  U entirely  In  the  hands 
of  the  Home  Secretary. 

JUVENILE  CASES 

One  reason  why  the  prison  population 
has  grown  so  greatly  In  recent  years — 
the  tendency  was  apparent  even  before 
the  recent  war— U the  Increase  In  Juvenile 
criminals.  What  Is  the  reason? 

People  talk  about  the  Influence  of  the 
films  and  radio.  Personally.  1 see  no 
harm  In  Dick  Barton,  and,  as  youngsters 
have  played  at  cowboys  and  Indians  as 
long  os  I can  remember,  1 cannot  see 
that  any  blame  ran  be  placed  on  their 
natural  adventurous  Instincts.  The  re- 
sponsibility lies  tn  the  home— In  the  ter- 
rlfylAg  break-up  of  family  lift  that  has 
happened  so  dtsostroualy  in  thU  century. 

Nowadays  parents  provide  no  standard 
of  morality  for  their  children.  There  is 
DO  religious  teaching  and  precious  UiUe 
home  control. 

1 think  the  parents  should  be  brought 
before  the  magistrates  and  held  peopoo- 
ifbU  when  their  boys  and  glrla  are  In 
trouble  which  can  be  traced  to  the  hone. 

On  prison  conditions  1 have  a more 
opUmlsUc  view  than  some  people  who 
enucloe  from  outside  the  walls.  Loch  of 
funds  and  rorUlUee  for  bulldinc  art  a 
grave  handicap,  but  pricon  officers  are  a 
humane  body  of  men  and  women  who 
are  earying  out  their  difficult  Job  with 
great  understanding.
